Tlic  Carrier  is  made  of  iron  and  steel,  and  works  on  a  f  inch 


iron  rod.  It  can  be  put  up  by  any  farmer  quicker  and  cheaper  than 
any  Carrier  working  on  a  wooden  track,  and  when  once  up  it  is  up 
for  a  lite  time.  INIany  farmers  claim  that  it  pays  for  itself  every 
year,  wliile  others  affirm  that  it  has  paid  its  entire  COSt  in  a  single 
afternoon,  by  securing,  before  an  approaching  storm,  ten  or  fifteen 
tons  of  hay  more  than  could  otherwise  have  been  gotten  under  cover. 

WHAT  3IY  CREIEE  HAS  DONE. 

Nineteen  loads  of  hay  weighing  over  a  ton  each  have  been  unload- 
ed in  three  liours,  each  load  being  pitched  off  at  four  forks  full  in 
from  two  to  four  minutes.  I  have  testimoiiials  from  reliable 
farmers,  stating  that  tlicv  have  unloaded  2,000  pounds  of  hay  in  hs» 
than  three  minutes. 

Hay  can  be  pitched  into  tlio  barn  from  the  gable  end  as  well  as 
from  the  barn  floor,  and  can  be  pitched  from  the  bay  as  well  as  into  it. 


EXPLANATION  OF  CUT. 

A  is  a  five-eiglil  li  rod  extending  llirongli  the 
liani  from  B  to  D,  whore  il  ]iassos  Uu-ougli  cross- 
pieces  and  is  lightened  by  nuts.  C  is  a  cross- 
]iiei:e  situated  directly  over  the  centre  o  the  floor. 
A  small  piece  of  malleable  ii'on  tlirough  wiiich 
the  iron  rod  passes,  is  bolted  lo  this  cross  piece, 
and  forms  a  catch,  to  hold  the  ear  in  jjlace  while 
the  fork  full  is  being  drawn  up.  E  is  the  car 
represeitted  as  currying  fork  lull  J,  I'roni  C  to  D. 
The  drawrii)e  is  fastened  to  a  holt  al  the  lowev 
end  of  the  cardirecth  under  the  leiterE-  Thence 
it  j'asses  through  the  bale  pulley  to  which  the 
fork  is  altaciied,  thence  over  the  lowei'  wheel  of 
till.'  car, through  pulleys  F,G  and  H,  successively.. 
I  is  the  dump  rope,  by  means  of  which  t  he  man 
on  the  loa<l  can  discharge  the  fork-full  J  wli(;n- 
e\  er  desireil.  I3y  this  rop(!  he  also  di-a\vs  the  car- 
liack  lo  C.  The  car  automatically  attaches  it- 
self to  the  catch  al  Cand  releases  tin' bale  pulley 
from  the  car,  and  allows  the  foi'k  lo  descend  to 
the  load.  The  fork  is  again  set  in  Ihe  load  and 
the  hoi'se  moves  oil',  and  the  fork  full  ascends 
vei'tically, until  the  bale  jiulley  forms  a  connection 
with  the  car,  releasing  it  from  the  calch  C, 
wlien  the  fork-full  is  carried  horizontally  toward 
D  as  shown  in  the  cut.  To  (ill  the  opposite  bay, 
shill  the  car  lo  the  o]i|)osite  side  of  cross-jiLece  C 
and  attach  jiulley,  F  to  cross-]iiece  B. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  PUTTING  UP  TRACK. 

Erect  two  teniiwraiy  stagings  within  convenient  distance  from  the  peak  at  point  J)  and  B.  Splice  cross-piece  D  find  B  firmly  to 
rafters  as  shown  in  the  cut.  AscdHain  the  exact  distance  from  outside  to  outside  of  cross  piece  D  ni'd  B,  find  have  the  rod  welded 
ho  as  to  be  six  inches  longer  than  this  distance.  Place  the  catches  face  to  lace  |/.  e.  the  faces  which  have  a  depression  at  the  wider  end,i 
and  slip  them  on  to  the  rod.  Put  one  end  of  the  rod  through  cross-piece  B,  piit  on  washer  and  catch  on  nut,  put  tlie  other  end  tlirougli 
cross-piece  D  and  turn  both  nuts  until  rod  is  tight.  Spike  cross-piece  C  as  nearly  over  middle  of  the  floor  as  possible.  If  the  floor  is  a 
wide  one.  two  cross-pieces  may  be  used,  spiking  them  to  rafters  about  three  feet  from  mow,  and  bolting  catch  to  each  one.  Bolt  catches 
one  on  each  side  of  croiss-piece  C-  Stay  the  rafters  to  wliich  end  cross-pieces  are  spiked  by  letting  in  scantling,  so  as  to  bring  the 
horizontal  strain  on  at  tlie  least  three  pairs  of  rafters  at  each  end  of  rod  . 

T]}*'  cross-piece  C  '«  niade  by  boring  within  one-half  inch  of  the  lower  edge  of  cross-piece.  Saw  out  a  notch  so  the  rod  will  draw  up 
il  le  as  tlio  rod  is  tiglitened.    Make  it  of  two  inch  plank  six  inches  wide,  and  three  feet  six  inches  long,    at  tho  longest  end.

I  Advise  all  who  get  new  rope  to  buy  only  J  nianilla,  iiiid  before 
using  to  boil  it  about  twenty  minutes  and  straighten  it  out  to  dry. 
This  makes  it  pliable  and  less  liable  to  twist  or  kink.
